The War Cloud. 



Beoent dispatches rereal the appear* 
anoe of a war cload la the European 
borizoQ. "Baron Von Benst said'* — , 
Who is this oraonlar Baroa Yon Beast 'i 
and what did he eay, that makes Chris ^ 
tondom stare with baled breath? M 
Yon Boost entered the Austrian Cabi- 
net nearly three years ago, and his nc^ 
eeseion to power was viewed at the tiino 
as a boatile demonstration agaiogt ProB- 
sia, between whom and Aastria a short 
and decisive war had just terminated in 
favor of tho former. The Austrian 
snatio was scotched, not killed by the 
PruBsian necdle-Run. Allbongh resipir 
ing herself with apparent complacency 
to the conditions of defeat, few bolioveJ 
her rcHignatiou real. Baron Von Beuit 
was recognized as tho most able and 
energetic opponent of M. Von Bismarck, 
as well as the DrconipromiBiDg ouoiuy 
of the absorption projects ol tho lato 
Confederation by tho llooso of Uolu'ii- 
Zollern. Hia eppointmont, tliarefore, to 
ihb post of Miribtor of Foreign Affairs 
was not nn naturally regarded as a 
Striking sign of the ideas of revenge 
aeaiost Prussia entertained at the Court 
of Vienna, and the coincidence of that 
appointment with tho Binnin;; of tbe 
treaty imposed ou the Kinij ol yaxuriy 
would appear to have inipnrud to it the 
complexion of a sigiiiticaDt protos-i. 
Such Is Baron Von Beu«t, and sui li tho 
oircomstaDOea attending his ndveot to 
power. What does he say? During 
the discuBsion of the war esiiniatos in 
the BeiobBraib, in the beginning of tho 
present month, he said it was Imzurd- 
ous to promise to maiutuiu peace for a 
considerable length of time ; but at tho 
lame time he expressed the opiuion that 
if war occurred during the next four 
years the preservation of the peace ol 
Earcpe for a long period beyond was 
ceriain. Jin delended his publication 
of a certain red-book, — corresixnidintr, 
we presume, to our "bluo-buokn" — tho 
contents of which ho claimed contra- 
dicted the assertion that he had inter- 
fered in the uffuirs of the Germnn Hiates, 
or exercised a pressure u])on the 8(juLti 
German Coiilederation. JIo rcitcniiod 
his assertion that no allianco exisu-d 
between Austria and any Enropcan 
power, but said pointedly that Franco 
bad always shown sincere friendship and 
entertained kindly feclmg for all the people 
of Austria, Keterring to tbe>o portci i- 
ous words a Paris despatch reiiiiirks, "li 
is generally anderslood hero that Baron 
Von Beast, in alluding to tho sincere 
friendship of France so pointedly, desir- 
ed to convey the ImpreBsion that he did 
not consider Prussia a sincere friond." 
This expression of opinion would appear 
to be gratuitous. There now. That's 
all. The reader can spoculuto as well 
as we can upon the probable import of 
words which, if spoken by anybody but 
Baron Von Beu^t, would have attracted 
little remark. Three gro.-it, porha]:^^ 
equally great, men aro naturally {jro- 
seated to the mind : Wapoluoti ILL 
Count Bismarck, and Baron Yen 
Beast, and it appears b^ no means 
beyond tho bounds of probability that 
this illustrious trio will cro long divide 
the attention of tho world and ennCL a 
stirring chapter in tho history of Eu- 
rope, a chapter written in blo jd ! 1; 
does appear almost incredible that en- 
lightened Christian nations should ui 
tbiB day resort to arms in order lo ad- 
just their little iutemuiional niiiiiindoi- 
Htandioge, Yet so it is. 'NVheu Coum 
Bismarck, a low yours njjo, used tho 
ceiebratod expression, '■ Macht geht vor 
Bechi " (Might goes before E>gbt) , hf 
only uttered the motto of the nine- 
teenth century. Tho whole of modei ti 
history preaehc.s tho doctrine : llihjht 
is nothing, Might cverythinf^. Thif ! 
may be called wicked — a disease of tlio j 
times, or corruption : but t-o it is. ( 
Whoever relies on Right, fulls down 
with it if be does not possess tho power 
to prove that right by brutal tacts. It 
is just three years to-day since the 
Pruisian army, flushed with a great 
victory, re-enierod Uuriiu ami i great 
circumstance and applause. For liliy 
years, witli little interruption, tho G^ r- 
ttan sword bad rested in its fcahburd : 
hot suddenly it was uushoathod and 
struck a deCiNive blow lor F.iiherluiK!. 
The German sword is not le.R- blmrp, umJ 
the German hand is not less 'irong to- 
day. Bismarck's needlo-gun to' k tho 
World by sarprise then ; but if scicnco 
has been astir in tbe workshups (jf 
it 



onoo for all. The conqaeror of the 
Rhine might grant liberty, and yet sit 
npon an easy tbrooe. And Great Britain?

Our Indian Empiret 



AVhilo tho 80«>called iStntosmon of the 
United Kingdom are harboring the un* 
statesrannliko notion of surrendering, 
as a useless and expensive gow"gaw, tho 
Colonial possessions, religious ■fanaticism 
and diRcontout tliroaton the dismember- 
ment of the ningnifioont Empire of 
British India. Possibly the political 
party for tho nonce, poisoning tho home 
mind npon the subject, would say, Let 
it rip.'' Such insanity would only bo in 
harmony with tho Colonial policy of 
tho degenerato ago in which our lot is 
cast, — the creed of lacquered politicians 
(vho Could never hope to lift up their 
misorublo souls to the otniosphero of that 
statesmanship which girdled tho globe 
with British infititutions and gave 
British freedom and British civilization 
t(i the worlil, Tho telcgroph tells us of 
another Indian outburst looming np in 
tho distance —its visible sign no bigger 
than a man's hand ; but of its hidden 
ma|;^niiude, who will venture to predict? 
It a|)pour8 that religious discontent, 
having all the appearances that wore 
presented in the earlier stages of tho 
terrible Indian mutiny which struck 
such terror to the heart of Christendom, 
iH now fomenting in tho minds of the 
Mahometans of Southo'n India. A 
short time ago tho London Spectator 
suirgcsted that the Duke of Argyll 
shoiiid instruct Colonel Mallcson, an 
olliccr j'lMt appointed custodiiiu of tho 
ivijnh of May sore, to find out what is 
couig on among the Mussulmans of 
Suuth^rn India, and celled attention to 
the iiicrciisiiig numbers of the Wababeos 
Olid ilieir active c.\ertijn* in s'irring up 
religi''Us fanatioistn. Sorao diCforoncn 
of opinion exists as to whoro the 
threatened catastrdplie will fiist U)ako 
i' a np|)earauce ; I ut this is ot little con- 
seipionce, since its spi'eud would uns 
doubted. y be repaid amongst the Mus* 
sulmin population of North and South, 
The dislike of tho Mahometans of In. 
dia towards Christians generally, and 
their white conquerors particularly, was 
gPciitly intensified by the removal of the 
Nawiib of tho Carnatio hy Lord Dal- 
housie, who failed to see his utility, 
Tlio Nawab was tho roeognizod head 
for all Jndia of tho professorfi of the 
Mussulman l';iitli, and tho abolition of 
his di:;niiy angered tho faithful, and 
greatly aroused tho fanaticism uf tho 
.South. Following upon this, perhops, 
iii(ii^'cre"t act came the renewed activity 
of the ''Puritan? of tbe iSast as tho 
Wahaliees are sometimes called, a people, 
rather ilnui a sect , who have hitherto 
defied tho power of Egypt. The Briti.sh 
Government has generally, perhaps, al- 
ways, fallen into the error of aodorx 
esiiniatiiig itio im[)ortance of Indian dis-. 
content. Ih'^ lato mutiny was allowed 
to gain fearful headway through a feel- 
ing of fulse st'curity on tho part of tho 
Hriti-h authorities. Has not the Brie 
tish (}()vernment fallen into a far more 
serious error in governing its Indian 
I'^iupiro 'I Has it not interfered loo 
much and too little with the forms of 
religion or paganism of its Asiatic 
subjects ?

With me, it is too lato for 
any hopeful tillage, and if tho plough 
wore pat into the ground, its coaltor 
wuuld be obatrnctod by the ice-boand 
aod.'j. O l Uio aide tJ whiob I look 1 
soo tho tokens of judicious cultivation 
liiid careful attondanco, rocomponsod 
by i\ froo luiii proinisiiig growth. I re- 
joice ut tho kindly caro thus l es'owod, 
( iid my bope and prayer is that under
